Weatherman says "rain, rain, go away"

It was Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow who said that "into 
each life some rain must fall”. 
‘Henry must have spent some 
time in Florida during the 
month of September because 
boy, did the rain fall into our 
lives last month. 
If fell and it fell and it fell. 
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For a while there it seemed as 
if the rain. would never stop. 
Some folks reported at least 
one raindrop on each day of the 
month. Thirty days in a row of 
rain! Other folks saw streets 
disappear under rising waters 
and puddles large enough to 
swallow minivans. 

September 1994 was very, 
very wet. Rainfall amounts for 
the month ranged from nine to 
15 inches. One of my weather 
watchers near Fort Pierce 
reported 16.50 inches of rain. 
That's a lot but it is not even 
close to the record. 

The wettest September in our 
recorded history was the 
September of 1960. During 
those very soggy days nearly 25 
inches of rain was recorded. 
That's an average of just under 
one inch of rain per day. 

Part of the reason that 
September 1960 was so wet 
was a hurricane named Donna 
and a tropical storm named 
Florence. Donna pounded Flori- 
da with heavy rains early in 
the month then Florence gave 
us another going over two 


* weeks later. 


September is traditionally 
our wettest month because of 
visiting hurricanes and tropical 
storms. It is the peak of the 
hurricane season, the month 
most likely to produce a tropi- 
cal system. 

Since 1886, 194 hurricanes 
have formed during the month 
of September in the Atlantic 
Ocean, the Caribbean Sea and 
the Gulf of Mexico. It is a rare 
September that does not see a 
tropical storm or hurricane. 

September of '94 was one of 
those rare months. For the first 
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time in 26 years and for only 
the seventh time this century, a 
hurricane did not form during 
September. We did see two 
wimpy tropical storms develop 
but no hurricanes. 

How come? "We don't have an 
answer to that question.” said 
Richard Pasch, a meteorologist 
with the National Hurricane 
Center in Coral Gables. "If we 
understood more about how 
these tropical systems develop 
then we'd have a better idea 
why they don't develop." 

Mr. Pasch says that weather 
conditions during the month of Y) 
September throughout the 


. Atlantic Basin have not been 


favorable for the development 
of tropical systems. "The 
biggest inhibitor were strong 
upper level winds,” he said. 
"These winds prevented any 
system from building vertically 
into the atmosphere." 

Those winds have been par- @ 
ticularly strong over the 
Caribbean Sea which is where 
most of September's hurricanes 
tend to pop up. "We had a few 
strong candidates for hurricane 
development,” Mr. Pasch said. A 
"Then, the ‘strong winds would 
come along and shear the storm 
apart.” 

Like any good hurricane fore- 
caster, Mr. Pasch would love to 
have a tropical storm or hurri-  ; 
cane to keep track of but don't * 
get him wrong. He's pleased 
that it's been a quiet hurricane 
season. Remember, he lives in 
our area too. 

He also knows that the hurri- 
cane season is far from over. 
October, for example, is the 
third busiest month for tropical 
systems. Chances are Richard 
will be busy this month.

Long Term Ca 


re is health care - 


Include it in plans for reform

Millions of families and indi- 
viduals across America are 
anxiously watching the out- 
come of the debate to reform 
the nation's health care system 
to see if it includes protection 
they really need -- help with 
long term care. 

Long term care is a grandfa- 
ther with Alzheimer's Disease, 
a child with cerebral palsy, a 
veteran with a spinal cord 
injury, a husband or wife who 
has suffered a stroke, or a mid- 
life worker with a disability as 
a result of a workplace acci- 
dent. Long term care refers to 
the wide range of services pro- 
vided over a long period of time 
to people such as these who 
need assistance with regular, 
everyday activities of living, 
such as eating, bathing, dress- 
ing, and moving from place to 
place. 

Recent polls indicate that 
nearly one-half of American 
families (43 percent, AARP 
4/93) have experienced a long 


term care crisis. Currently, 89* 


percent of all long term services 
and supports in this country. is 
provided by a family member. 
The only public program that 
assists with paying for costly 
care is available only after the 
individual spends down to the 


federal poverty level and is . 


forced into an institution, like'a 
nursing home. That is why 73 
percent of all Americans favor 
government program for long 
term care. (ICR Survey 
Research Group; June 1992) 

Long-term care must be 
included in health reform 
because long-term care is 
health care. It makes no sense 
to provide protection against 
acute illness, but to leave peo- 
ple vulnerable if they suffer 
from a chronic illness. To a 
family sitting around the 
kitchen table, there is no differ- 
ence between spending $20,000 
on hospital care and spending 
$20,000 on home care, Jt is still 
$20,000 they do not have. 

How can we say to a 57-year- 
old woman, "If your husband 
needs heart surgery, we'll be 
there for*you, but if he breaks 
his spinal cord instead, you are 
on your own?" We cannot aban- 
don these families in crisis. 

Many critics of including long 
term care in the current ‘health 
reform debate say that long 
term care is too costly. Howev- 
er; leaving out long term care 
simply adds unnecessary costs 
to the acute system -- avoidable 
hospitalizations and emergency 
room visits, illness and injury 
to persons who have no care, 
and to caregivers who have no 
help. 

Recent polls indicat 


support for health care reform 
proposals increase dramatically 
when people know that they 
include a long term care bene- 
fit. Still, there are Members of 
Congress who want to remove 
the long-term care benefits in 
an effort to cut the overall cost 
of the package in the belief that 
is what people want. To the 
contrary, 83 percent of those 
surveyed support health reform 
that includes long term care 
versus 46 percent support for 
plan that included only hospital 
‘and doctor care (DYG 6/93). 

As Congress grapples with 
the difficult task of passing a 
universal and comprehensive 
health care plan, they should 
keep in mind that adding a 
long term care program dra- 
matically strengthens public 
support. 

Including long term'care, 
especially home and communi- 
ty-based services, it is the right 
thing to do, too. Without it, 
health care reform ign't real.

GFC places 
90-day closure 


on Everglades 


An area of the Florida 
Everglades totalling more than 
700,000 acres in Palm Beach, 
Broward and Dade counties will 
be closed by the Florida Game 
and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission tp protect deer and 
other upland wildlife stressed by 
high water levels. 

The closure will cancel the 
annual Everglades dear hunts 
scheduled to begin Oct. 1. The 
water depth in Concervation 
Area 3A North in Broward 
County measured 12.4 feet at 
mean sea level on.Spet. 26, 
almost 2 ft. higher than average 
-for this time of year. 

The 90-day closure went into 
effect Thursday, Sept. 29, accord- 
ing to Lt. Col. Dan Dunford, the 
GFC’s Everglades Regional 
Director. The closure will affect 
the Everglades and Francis S. 
Taylor Wildlife Management

Deer are especially vul- 
nerable when high Water forces 
them. onto levees and-the 
remaining tree islands where 
they quickly exhaust available 
forage. 

Human activity such as vehi- 
cles running the levees and air- 
boats moving through the marsh 
drive the deer back into the 
water creating additional stress. 
The deer quickly strip the high 

ground of grasses and low 

shrubs. 

“We don't enter into this deci- 
sion lightly,” said Lt. Dunford. 
“The area is a very popular spot 
for hunters and other recreation- 
ists who just like to get into the 
Everglades. The decision to close 
the area will afect a great many 
people. 

“Our first concern, a is 
to protect the natural. resources 
affected by the high water,” he
